Mayor's Message 

Jeff Wennberg, Mayor 

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and the Citizens of Rutland 



One year ago I was pleased to report that our 
hard work and patience were beginning to bear 
fruit. Bricks and mortar proof of ttie success of 
our program was finally in hand. 

The year spanning July first 1994 througti 
June ttiirtietti 1995 has continued that success, 
to the point that public confidence in our future 
became infectious by mid 1995. 

The strongest possible reinforcement of this 
confidence came at the end of July, when the 
Board established a total tax rate for fiscal 1996 
that was three cents lower than the previous 
year. In fact. General City Purposes taxes— that 
portion of the total tax rate that is governed by 
the eighty-five cent Charter Limit— dropped 
nearly a penny and a half to eighty- two cents. 
This is the seventh consecutive year that we 
have lived within the Charter Limit, and the 
fourth year out of the last five that this tax rate 
has been cut. The graph illustrates Rutland's 
General Government Tax Rate and the New 
England Consumer Price Index since 1989. 

The two reasons for this are less spending and 
more tax base. The General Government por- 
tion of the budget includes Police, Fire. Recrea- 
tion and Parks, Treasurer, Clerk, Legal, Building 
and Zoning, Assessor, Community Develop- 
ment, Emergency Management, Mayor. 
Aldermen and Health. Since 1987 these depart- 
ments have seen their budgets grow at only half 
the rate of inflation. And after two consecutive 
years of declining tax base, in 1994 and 1995 
Rutland's tax base grew $17,575,700. 

Most of this increase was a result of the suc- 
cess of the redevelopment program. Nineteen 
ninety-five saw the completion of the south end 
of the downtown shopping plaza. T. J. Maxx and 
Moviepiex Nine joined Price Chopper as the 
new anchors to our central business district. This 
investment and the continuing good work of the 
Rutland Partnership have encouraged other 
notable investments. The Coffee Exchange has 
been a huge hit at the comer of Merchants Row 
and Center Street; The Back Home Cafe has 
been restored; Capers has spruced up State 
Street; TatersaBs now graces the Mead Building; 
The Vacant Chair replaces 121 West, and Sun- 




shine Natural Foods has expanded on Center 
Street. Numerous other new stores and services 
ranging from shoe repair to race car novelties 
have found a home in downtown Rutland. 

In the "Man bites dog" category, it was an- 
nounced in 1995 that the Fashion Bug, a long- 
term tenant of the Rutland Mall on Woodstock 
Avenue, would move to larger space in the 
dowmtown shopping plaza. 

Despite all the progress, we encountered one 
major downtown setback in 1994. After nearly 
a decade in planning. Central Vermont Public 
Service Corporation announced in January that 
they were abandoning plans to construct a new 
$20 million corporate headquarters on the north 
end of the Shopping Plaza site. In large part it 
was the CVPS opportunity that was the genesis 
of our redevelopment program. The "On the 
Right Track" planning process begun in 1988 
was initiated by a $20,000 challenge grant from 
CVPS. 

Delays, regulatory orders and revolutionary 
changes in the electric utility industry persuaded 
CV's upper management that the headquarters 
project was no longer financially sound. But with 
the construction of the Diamond Run Mall in 
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{Jutland Town, the result of this decision at this 
late slate meant that the K-Mart store would 
^ect^Cfie a gaping 7S,000 square foot^ vacancy. 

fortunately, downtown's success without CV 
and the increased interest in our relafl market 
bfotight on by the Tnall itself has made this va- 
rani^aee a highly dKirable location for several 
njttioi^ fsfeil chains. At this writing tifiere has 
been no announcement regarding the future of 
this StmSf but prospects (m^ spdiyg 1996 opeii- 
fog are excellent. 

The ad hoc parking committee has been work- 
.diligently to improve the availablS^ aitfi 
iS&iagement of Rutland's parking res^irt*. 
Changes in the on-street meter rates has freed 
up dozens of spaces for shoppers, while lower 
liees for off-street lots serves workere. As long 
a$ iheC3id K-Mart store is vacant, there will be 
jilimly in Wui arflwtddPWntoWu Byt when that 
^re is tmpmei, we vAfi face a crisis over* 
night. 

This is why the planned Multi Modal Transit 
Center is such a critical piece of the redevelop- 
ment program. .Ml necessary funding for this 
%12 million dollar transit center and parking 
feeilify ts lined up, thanks to the support trf 
Rutland voters and the efforts of the Marble 
Valley Regional Transit District, The Vermont 
Agency of Transportation and the United States 
Department of Transportation. Without a new 
depaxtment store operating dovmtown, the need 
fe* these new parking spaces is less obvious. But 
a^&i the store opens, the need will be critical, 
and in fact the future availability of these spaces 
may be critical to convincing a new store to oc- 
cupy this space. 

The Bus was the center of another controversy 
in 1995+ After over a decade of solid voter sup- 
^rt for direct funding of The Bus, voters nar- 
rowly rejected a $46,000 request March. Since 
community financial support istieeded to attract 
Siefiederal funding — which pays the lion^ share 
of the costs for this service — the defeat meant 
that fixed route service would be terminated. 



Abo, without the fixed route bisses, the federal 
support for the transit cento" would evaporate. 

Many who opposed the funding felt The Bus 
was under utilized. I and the Board of Aldermat 
agreed. But instead of canceling the service, we 
proposed to increase its use by "pre-paying" the 
$IJ)0 pet ride fare for the 1996 fiscal year. In 
essence, this meant that all fixed route rides in 
the city would be free of charge for a year. Con- 
sistent with the wishes of the voters, the money 
for this $45,000 expenditure Was drawn from 
the Parking Meter fund, and not from propeify 
taxes. In the firet three months since the free 
service began, ridership has increased over 
100%. 

Progress on our new $6 million water filtra- 
tion plant continued on schedule. National con^ 
cem for water borne parasites and m icrobes has 
^own in leeent yearSi demonstrating the fctre^ 
siiJit of Rutland voters who approved the bond- 
ing for the plant back in 1985, The ;=;radual in- 
crease in water rates which was put into effect 
in order to pay for the new plant are now fully 
in place. No additiorval large incresises arfe ^ 
pected for the foreseeable future, 

The long-awaked Diamond Run Mall opened 
gradually during 1995, and with thie improve- 
ments downtown is restering Rutland as the 
retail hub of Southern Vermont. The positive 
benefits of these investments are already being 
seen throughout the community, from drama- 
tically reduced unemployment to area wide in- 
creases in business activity. We are niaw proving 
that with planning and cooperation it Is possible 
for both the City and rtie Town to jjro^t, mt&

To the Board of Aldermen and Citizens of Rutland: 



During this past year, substantial changes in 
the Legal Department have occurred. The year 
started with Frank Zetelski as City Attorney, 
Christopher Sullivan as Grand [uror and Assis- 
tant City Attorney, and Henry Brislin as Staff 
Attorney. 

The structure of the Legal Dq^artment changed 
after the March elections. Frank Zetelski has 
returned to private practice from his position as 
City Attorney. This is the first time the position 
of City Attorney and Grand ]uror has been com- 
bined. Christopher P. Sullivan was appointed as 
City Attorney /Grand Juror. Chris is continuing 
with the duties that he had performed in 
advising the Board ot Aldermen and the other 
Boards ot the City and has taken on the addi- 
tional responsibilities of the general supervision 
of the Legal Department. 

Henry Brislin was moved from Staff Attorney 
to Assistant City Attorney and continues to pro- 
vide the daily legal office work for the ad- 
ministration, to provide legal research and draft- 
ing duties for the City Attorney, and to work 
ttirough the City Attorney with the Board of 
Aldermen for drafting of ordinances and other 
requirements that the Board of Aldermen may 
need. 

Frank Zetelski continued to provide the ad- 
vice and counsel as City Attorney that his years 
of experience had brought to the job. His duties 
primarily were devoted during this time to the 
Downtown Redevelopment projects including 
dealings with NET Realty and CVP5, 

The City continued with the proposed 
rebuilding of Spruce Street to extend from its 
present location into the Downtown Plaza area, 



and the Staff Attorney provided assistance to the 
Board of Highway Commissioners in bringing 
about that condemnation. At present, the actions 
of the Cify are being appealed by Vermont 
Railway so that a final determination can be 
made for the requirements that will be placed 
upon any railroad crossings. That matter is 
pending both before the Vermont Transporta- 
tion Board and in Rutland Superior Court. 

With the advent of the Municipal Court 
system, the City has been doing work to amend 
ordinances so that they may be utilized within 
that Court system. The Legal Department 
•worked closely with the Board of Aldermen, the 
City School Board, and school officials in passing 
a new "Safe Schools Ordinance". This is an or- 
dinance utilizing the new civil ticket to help the 
schools provide a safe drug-free and alcohol-free 
environment in the schools to aid in providing 
the best educational experience for our students. 

The Legal Office has also continued to pro- 
vide support to the Police Department and the 
Treasurer's Office in regard to parking tickets. 
An ordinance was passed by the Board of 
Aldermen allowing for use of a "boot" which 
will immobilize vehicles that belong to owners 
who have eight or more outstanding parking 
tickeh. While the boot has not been used to any 
large degree, it has proven ib effectiveness in 
collecting outstanding tickets and in getting pay- 
ment made for these outstanding tickets. 

The Department of Public Works Union Con- 
tract Negotiations is still ongoing, but an agree- 
ment was reached with the City Police Depart- 
ment for their contract bringing about changes 
that both parties felt were important.

Emergency Management Report 

Ira I Earle III, Director, Emergency Management 
To the Honorable City Council and Citizens of Rutland: 



I respectfully submit the Annual Report for 
the Department of Emergency Management for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1995. 

Throughout the time from July of 1994-June 
1995 the Department was called on for many 
different types of emergencies most usually for 
helping citizens of house fires to locate shelter 
and clothing as needed. However, there were 
several unusual emergencies during this period 
that gave this department an opportunity to more 
fully use its resources, such as the carbon monoxide 
detector and the emergency operations plan. The 
plan was activated on several occasions for spills 
or releases of hazardous materiab and some large 
scale fires. 

The past winter the Mayor's Emergency Fuel 
fund was used less than previous years due to 
the relatively warm heating season. This fund, 
through the generous contributions of the area 
Ecumenical Council, fuel dealers and others were 
able to help thirty -six (36) families through the 
heating season. 

As a result of the warmer winter season, melting 
and water run-off was at a minimum therefore 
the tfireat of flooding was minimal, however some 
of the lower lands were covered by water. 

As safet>' director for the City of Rutland some 
new programs have been started. We have formed 
a safety committee, which includes members of 
both labor and management from all departments 
in city government. This committee meets regu- 
larly on a montfily basis. The goal is to make 
"safety always first." Several safety seminars were 
held throughout the year. 

This office has worked with the Vermont 
Emergency Management and the EPA to obtain 
training for the emergency services agencies. 
Several emergency service schools were held for 




the police, fire and DPW such as Haz-Mat 
awareness, CAMEO (computer-aided management 
of emergency operations), bloodbom pathogens, 
confined space enhy and others, which are man- 
dated by federal law. As these classes or courses 
become more available, this office will continue 
to help emergency departments in our area in 
sending personnel, to maintain top grade emergen- 
cy response personnel. As director of emergency 
management, I have attended several emergency 
management schools and seminars throughout 
the year which are mandatory for the dty to main- 
tain EMA status. 

In conclusion, the office of emergency manage- 
ment has worked with other agencies in controlling 
emergency situations such as spills and releases 
of hazardous materials, fires, and natural disasters. 
Some of the agencies involved were CVPS. Red 
Cross, Salvation Army, BROC, CE and the 
petroleum dealers. Thank you for your resources 
and assistance. 
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Rutland Fire Department 

Gerald T. Lloyd, Chief Engineer 

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen and the Citizens of the City of Rutland: 



I respectfully submit the annual report for the 
City of Rutland Fire Department for the fiscal 
year June 30, 1994 through July l, 1995. 

During the past year your fire department 
responded to a total of 658 emergency fire calls, 
80 heavy rescue and extrication calls, 1,302 dtizen 
assistance calls, and 72 hazardous materiab in- 
cidents, that were all handled with no negative 
effect on the environment or to the citizens of 
this community. 

Approximately 1.200 hours were spent main- 
taining the traffic lights, traffic signaling devices, 
and the city fire alarm system. The department 
also conducted 40 electrical inspections and assisted 
the Vermont State Department of Labor and In- 
dustry and Rutland City Building Inspector James 
Simons in conducting 146 building inspections 
for the purpose of correcting violations of the 
Life Safety and B.O.C.A. Codes. 

Fire pre-planning was conducted at the Rutland 
Regional Medical Center, and several community 
care centers, and all information from the inspec- 
tions was entered into our central computer 
system. 

Prior to the start of the schoo! year, inspec- 
tions were conducted at all city education facilities, 
and a minimum of nine fire drills were conducted 
at each school during the past fiscal year. 

Our department responded to four General 
Alarm fires. The first fire took place on November 
13, 1994, at 20 East Washington Sh^eet. This fire 
caused extensive damage to the third floor of 
the structure. This building is presently being 
renovated, with occupancy expected sometime 
in November of 1995. We also responded to a 
general alarm fire on January 19, 1995, in Men- 
don; at 165 State Street on January 22, 1995; then 
again at 51 Wales Street on May 26, 1995. 

We had four ten-man call-back alarms for work- 
ing fires in structures located in the city, and a 
forest fire in the Town of Mendon that posed 
a threat to the city forest area surrounding our 
watershed. 

The most serious of our fires during the past 
year took place at the historic Eagles Building, 
located at the comer of Wales and Center Streets. 
This early morning fire was discovered at approx- 



imately 0355 hours, by employees of the Rutland 
Gty Depariment of Public Works while they were 
in the process of flushing hydrants in the early 
morning hours. When the fire department arrived, 
the fire was free burning, and had vented itself 
from the second and third floors of the structure. 

Although this was a very serious fire and there 
was a possibility that the fire could extend to 
adjacent buildings in the downtown area, your 
firefighters were able to contain the fire to the 
building of origin. 

It took firefighters approximately one hour to 
bring this blaze under control and the depart- 
ment remained on the scene for several hours 
to insure that the fire did not rekindle. 

The cause of the fire, which was determined 
to be accidental, was due to a malfunction of 
the electrical distribution system. 

Six firefighters were injured while battling this 
blaze, but no members received serious injuries, 
and all have returned to full duty. 

Mutual Aid assistance was provided by the 
Pitbford Volunteer Fire Department, Proctor 
Volunteer Fire Department, Rudand Town Fire 
Department, and the Clarendon Volunteer Fire 
Department. This department is extremely grateful 
to the members of the Rutland County Mutual 
Aid Assodafion who provided assistance to our 
organization during this very serious incident. 

The structural integrity of the building fias been 
evaluated by engineering contractore, and a deter- 
mination is expected in the near future as to fiiture 
plans for this historic site. The members of Fraternal 
Order of Eagles have temporarily relocated their 
club facility in the Opera House on Merchants 
Row while their plans are being reviewed. 

The past winter was reiaHvely mild, which 
resulted in a decline in woodstove and chimney 
fires, and this department suffered no serious 
damage to its firefighting equipment or vehicles 
during the past fiscal year. Once again, this year 
the American Legion Post 31 provided a generous 
donafion in the amount of $1,000,00 in the name 
of the late Chief Alfred H. Koltonski. This dona- 
tion was used to purchase educational equipment, 
and to supplement our ongomg training and safety 
programs within the department. The members 
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of this organization would lilw tO thank the 
memberahip of Post 31 hx Ite swppprt and 
generous contnbutitWS^ 0^ feB^ loatfe 
liuring the past tens years. 

Our ongoing training and safety programs have 
c^tinued, and most members of this department 
hawfi resoEntly completed Unit 4 of the required 
3tate of Vermont Hre Training Council educa- 
tion standards. The^0^£!^ons Level for Hazard- 
ous Materials Response and the Incident Com- 
mand System training programs have been ap- 
poroved by the training council, and this train- 
ing will be made available to the members of 
this department during the next fiscal year. Unit 
5 of the required training is scheduled to com- 
mence in January of 199eu^ Will ooiasptetsd 
by February 15. 1996. AU tjiS^ isff^S Asq^sHrt' 
otefittiave been certified in Incident Command 
System training, and this same training will be 
made available to all members of this department 
during the next fis«id year. 

Our ongoing fire education and safety pro^ 
^■aae, under the direction of C^t, Gary Gregociti 
and Lt. Michael Walsh, was once again provided 
to all students in grades K through four who are 
enrdled in the Rutland City School system. These 
programs were developed by the officers and 
iiNinbeis this 4^i»tment in an effoit to provide

mately 1 00 tours were provided to local school 
cfeyren and students from educational fad! i ties 
outside the City of Rutland. 

For the second yeffl', niem!>€r$ <4 tHjs depart^ 
tRBfrt have participated the flfe^i^fe Com- 
bat Challenge, held at Marlboro ugli, Massa- 
chusetts, firefighters from both New England and 
Ofidda conyjeted in this competition, which is 
desisted k)'te^lte l^^ical endurance and agility 
requirements tJiat are expected of firefighters who 
now face the challenge of modem day fireHghting 
procedures. During the first competition, our 
members finished 1 5th overall, and improved 
their place in the competition this year to 5tli 
place out of 23 New England teams. The members 
of this department continue fo train ihfot^hp^ 
the year hoping to imprcftre th^'skffis sb {lisi; 
they can compete in the national competition 
scheduled for June of 1996. We would like to 
thank the management and tenants of Sheldon

Our business was fairly typical for the 94-95 
fiscal year. We are still in the process of revis- 
ing the new zoning ordinance and hope to have 
this completed and submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen for their review. Hearing will then 
be scheduled for public comment and input. We 
thank Thomas L Donahue for his contributions 
in getting the Draft of the proposed Zoning Or- 
dinance completed. Tom has since resigned his 
post as City Planner and we wish him well in 
his new position as Director of the Rutland 
Region Chamber of Commerce. 

The Planning Commission has appointed a 
sub-committee to establish possible requirements 
and factors to be considered for a Historic Preser- 
vation district. This sub-committee is discussing 
the need for a Certified Local Government Pro- 
gram which will support the preservtion efforts 
in the community, A new ordinance has been 
approved by the Planning Commission and for- 
warded to the Aldermen.

Historic Preservation 
Committee

Since May 1993, the Planning Commission, 
through its Historic Preservation Advisory 
Group, has been investigating matters pertinent 
to the City regarding historic preservation. The 
advisory group is composed of three Planning 
Commission members and six persons with ex- 
pertise and interest in preservation issues. 

In November 1994, the Plarming Commis- 
sion approved the advisory group's recommen- 
dation that Rutland Qty apply for participation 
in the Certified Local Government Program, ad- 
ministered by the Vermont Division of Historic 
Preserv'ation. This program is designed to create 
a partnership between the City, State Historic 
Preservation Office and the National Park Ser- 
vice to support preservation efforts in our com- 
munity. Benefits of participation include 
access to federal match funding and the 
formalization of preservation activities as 
a role of municipal government. 

In December. 1994, information on the 
CLC package was forwarded to the Board 
of Aldermen for their review and we are 
presently awaiting their approval of the pro- 
ram and authorization to move forward.

I hereby submit the annual report of the 
Health Officer for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1995. 

The Board of Health consists of Robert Beau- 
champ, R. Ph., Ernest Bove, M.D., and Gordon 
B. Smith, M.D. This board acts in a supportive 
role by assisting and advising the Health Officer 
in matters regarding public health. 

Throughout this past year, both the Health 
Officer and the Board of Health have been kept 
fully appraised of the weekly testing of City 
water throuugh the cooperation of the water 
treatment manager. The water remains con- 
sistently in compliance with all State and Federal 
water quality standards. 

This past year was an extremely busy year 
with public health nuisance allegations requir- 
ing investigation. The disposition of garbage 
was, as usual, the most common allegation. Ap- 
propriate citations were issued when necessary 
to those violating the City Ordinances and in 
some instances, help was needed from the Ver- 
mont Department of Health or other City 
Departments to resolve some of these issues. 

The rabies threat is now very close to us so 
we should all be taking the necessary precautions 
by knowing how to protect ourselves from 
rabies. 

• Do not touch or pick up wild animals or 
strays, even baby animals. Do not try to 
feed them or make them into pets. 

" Make sure all family pets are vaccinated 
for rabies and that those shots are kept up- 
to-date. Vaccines start protecting dogs and 
cate about a month after they get the shot, 

■ Report unknown or strangely behaving 
animals to the City Animal Control Of- 
ficer. If it is a wild animal, contact your 
local game warden. 

• Do not make your yard inviting to wild 
animals. Feed your pets inside the house.

• Properly dispose of all refuse in trash 
receptacles with tight fitting lids. Raccoon- 
proof your compost. 

■ Keep your pets indoors at night. If they 
are out during the day, keep them on a 
leash or in a closed space.

h is again my pleasure to submit the Rutland 
City Police Department Annual Report to 
Mayor Jeffrey Wennberg, to the Honorable 
Board of Aldermen, and to the Citizens of the 
City of Rutland. 

Last year, FY 1 9*33-94, marked the fourth 
consecutive year the Police Department ex- 
perienced a reduction in force due to economic 
adversity. Consequently, we began FY l9'?4-95 
with only 35 sworn officer positions authorized. 
Fortunately, however, we were awarded a 
federal grant from the Department of Justice 
COPS Program which provides for 75% of the 
cost for two additional officers. This grant al- 
lowed us to begin two new programs, and in- 
creased our force to 37 sworn officers and 8 
civilian positions. 

The two new programs consisted of a Com- 
munity Policing Coordinator position and a 
Child Abuse/Family Violence Investigator posi- 
tion. Officer Bob Gorruso was selected as the 
Community Policing Coordinator and Officer 
T, I, Anderson was selected for the Child 
Abuse/Family Violence Investigator position. 
The two vacancies in patrol created by these 
new positions were filled by reappointment of 
Officer David LaChance and appointment of 
Special Officer Mark Perkins to full-time police 
officer. 

Through an agreement with the Rutland 
Housing Authority, a Community Policing 
satellite office was housed in the Forest Park 
Community Building at no additional cost to the 



Police Department. The Housing Authority pro- 
vided the office space and equipment. 

FY ^^9i-95 statistically reflected a 12.4% in- 
crease in Part 1 crimes from the previous year 
and a 2,7% increase in Part II crimes. Total 
crimes reported were up 6.4%. Criminal arrests 
were up 6.5%. Traffic accidents were reduced 
4.5% with only one fatality. Personal injury ac- 
cidents were down 13%, 

Citizen complaints reference officer miscon- 
duct were up 23% from 1 J to 16 and commen- 
dations received from citizens were up 25% 
from 28 to 35. 

Considering the reduction in force which has 
occurred in the Police Department over the past 
four years and national and state crime trends, 
these statistics are not bad. The number of crimes 
occurring in Rutland during FY 1994-95 re- 
mained 36.4% less than in FY 1990-01, five 
years ago. 

For a police department with diminishing 
resources to sustain a high level of service and 
continuously influence a reduction in crime over 
a four-year period is remarkable. It has been ac- 
complished primarily through the dedicated ef- 
fort of every employee for which I am extremely 
proud and grateful. 

1 also extend my sincere thanks to Chairman 
R. Richard Smith and the Rutland Police Com- 
mission for their tremendous support and leader- 
ship, and to Mayor Wennberg and the members 
of the Board of Aldermen for their continued 
support and assistance throughout the years.

Among them are day to day main- 
tenance of City Streets, Sewer Collection Mains 
and Water Distribution Mains, the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant, the area compromising the 
City's Watershed and the Water Treatment 
Plant. In addition, the Department responds to 
citizen complaints on a daily basn and emer- 



gency situations on a 24-hour basis. Citizens are 
reminded to contact the Police Department for 
emergency situations when the Department's 
business office is closed, 

A special note of thanks is extended to the 
Public Works employees. Mayor, Board of 
Aldermen and Citizens ot Rutland who have 
assisted the department. 

The Department of Public Works should and 
will continue to serve the Citizens of the City 
of Rutland to the best of ib ability.

The Engineering Division under the direction 
of City Engineer Warren Conner provided 
engineering and technical services for each divi- 
sion of this Department and for al! other Depart- 
ments within City government. 

As part of these services the En^neering Divi- 
sion compiles and constantly updates plans and 
records of the water distribution system, sanitary 
and stormwater sewer systems, water and sewage 
treatment facilities, and the city street system. 
City utilihes are located and marked out as re- 
quested for the benefit of contractors, property 
owners and others perfonning work that may 
impact those utilities. 

The Division also reviews and oversees 
technical designs and specifications for city proj- 
ects let out to bid, and for streets and utilities 
built by developers which are to be taken over 
by the city upon completion. In addition, the 
Division reviews all developments in the city's 
watershed. 

Contracts, easements, deeds and other 
documents required for the completion of 
various City projects are prepared by this Divi- 
sion in conjunction with the Office of the City 
Attorney. 

Tlie Engineering Division is working closely 
with the Office of the City Attorney in assisting 
the Commissioner in developing Water Regula- 



tions which will provide clear rules and guide- 
lines concerning the operation and management 
of the City's water system and watershed. 

The ongoing groundwater quality monitoring 
in the vicinity of the former City landfill is 
another responsibility of this Division. 

As this report is written, construction of the 
new Slow Sand Filter Water Treatment Facility 
is nearing completion. After an extended period 
of start up, testing and monitoring, the plant is 
expected to be fully operational by October 1st 
of 199S. 

The project was designed by Wright Engineer- 
ing, Ltd. of Rutland. The general construction 
contractor is T, Buck Construction of Bridgeton, 
Maine, with significant suconh^actor work by 
The Beldon Company of Rutland. The projected 
final construction cost is $6, 150,000.00. Funding 
for this project is provided as follows; 35% State 
and 65% City funds paid exclusively through 
water rates. 

This Division continues to work closely with 
the Administration, the Rutland Redevelopment 
Authority, Rutland School System, Marble Valley 
Regional Transit District, State of Vermont, and 
various consultants and contractors on several 
exciting projecb, both public and private, such 
as; the traffic circulation and signalization study: 
South Main Street widening; North Main Street 
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Storm Sewer: Spruce Street Extension and storm 
sewer project; continued improvements to the 
Downtown Plaza, parking facility improvements 
and the West Street Parking Garage and Tran- 
sit Center. 

In addition to projects within the City, we 
have worked cooperatively with the Town of 
Rutland on several projects which involved the 
use of City water andvor sewer services. j\mong 
them are: the "South Side Sewer" in the Rand- 
bury Road-South Main Street area; the "North 
End Sewer" serving North Main Steet, the Post 
Road area and the Town Elementary School; t!ie 



Town waste recycling center; The Diamond Run 
Mall; Red Lobster and the expansion of the 
Green Mountain Plaza on South Main Street. 
The completion of these projects provide 
benefits to the greater Rutland area as well as 
increase our water and sewer revenues. 

The Division reviewed 225 building permits 
in conjunction with the Building Inspector's 
office. 

The Engineering Staff consists of Warren Con- 
ner, Alan Shelvey, John Havens and Peler 
Kelley, who, together, represent over 80 years 
of service to the City. 



City Forest and City Ornamental Trees 



David Richards, City Forester 

The City Forester is in charge of all forestry 
work including management of the city's or- 
namental trees and the 4,000 acres of the city 
forest in the watershed. 

The sale of all timber in the Rutland City 
Municipal Forest is carried out under approved 
watershed management practices to provide a 
regulated harvest of timber products and to pro- 
tect and insure maximum sustained yields of 
usable water. Timber sales include sawlogs, 
firewood, and pulpwood. Sales are marked out 
so as to improve the timber stand which remains 
while providing income for the City. Trees over 
8" in diameter at breast height which do not 
promise to develop into sawtimber quality stems 
are removed. Large straight trees are left to 
become more valuable and to provide geneti- 
cally superior seedlings. 

The Vo-Tech School's forestry program con- 
tinues to use the Rutland City Forest to train 
students in logging techniques. 

During the year the Vo-Tech School had two 
major projects on city land: 

1. They thinned a two (2) acre Red Pine stand 
and underpianted with White Pine seedlings. 

2. They clear-cut a four (4) acre area of low 
quality hardwood and planted White Pine 
seedlings. 

A portable band saw mill was donated to the 
Vo-Tech Forestry Program this year. They plan 
to construct a building to house the mill at the 
Stafford Technical Center. This means they will 
be able to saw up the logs they cut from the city 
forest into boards. 



There were three (3) timber sales sold on City 
forest land during the year, the name of the sale, 
the contractor and the amount of money lo be 
paid are as follows:

In addition, there are three (3) other active tim- 
ber sales on the watershed from previous years. 

All money received from timber sales goes in- 
to the water fund. 

Under the City's ornamental tree program we 
have tried to maintain the beauty of our City 
by propedy caring for our trees. This includes 
removal of dead and dying trees, removal of 
dead limbs, installing metal cables or metal rods 
to prevent splitting, removing low hanging limbs 
for street and sidewalk clearance, fertilizing trees 
and planting new trees. 

The City of Rutland received the honor of 
being named "1994 Tree City USA". To receive 
the award a city or town must meet the follow- 
ing criteria: 

1 A Tree Commission or similar Depart- 
ment with legal status which implements an 
annua] work plan to care for and maintain the 
community's trees, 

2. A Tree Ordinance. 

3. A Community Forestry program. 

4. An Arbor Day Cfeervance or proclamation.

Marble Valley Regional Transit District 
(MVRTD), generally known as "The Bus", is 
entering into its 20th year of service to the 
residents of the greater Rutland area, MVRTD 
is the largest non-urban public transportation 
system in the State of Vermont and, as such, pro- 
vides transportation to the general public 
throughout Rutland County, as weJl as to Social 
and Human Service Agencies, schools and area 
businesses. MVRTD provides an enhanced level 
of self-sufficiency for the elderly, disabled, and 
transportation disadvantaged who need transpor- 
tation or are committed to the environmental 
benefits of public transit use. MVRTD has 
become a valued asset to the communities it 
serves. System ridership. over 467.000 rides, 
more than doubled this year. Over 555,000 vehi- 
cle miles accumulate annually on its fleet of nine 
mini-coaches {29-35 passenger), eight medium- 
duty buses (20 passenger) and twelve vans, all 
of which are lift equipped and fully accessible. 

Through its operation of the Rutland County 
portion of the Vermont Rideshare program. 
MVRTD has "saved" over 215.000 vehicle miles 
over the last 12 months by providing carpool 
options. Of the over 18,000 carpool trips ar- 
ranged this year. 70% brought commuters into 
the City of Rutland to work. 



MWTD's free transportation service to 
eligible Medicaid and Reach-Up individuals has 
increased from last year's 30.000 rides to over 
32,000 rides this year, continuing MVRTD's 
status as the second largest Medicaid transpor- 
tation provider in the State of Vermont. 

Complementary paratransit services are 
available for those individuals whose disabiUfy 
prevents the use of fixed route service. 

The Multi-Modal Transit Center is proceeding 
toward becoming a reality which will be an im- 
portant factor in the economic well being of the 
City of Rutland. The Multi-Modal Transit Cen- 
ter will provide a transit hub for the City of 
Rutland and Rutland County. It will also con- 
tribute much needed parking for the new State 
Office Building, other planned projects and the 
general public with the creation of approxi- 
mately six hundred new parking spaces. 

In times of uncertain and expensive energy 
supplies, environmental issues, traffic conges- 
tion, and high costs of road construction, public 
transit is becoming increasingly more important. 
We appreciate the financial and moral support 
of the elected officials and taxpayers of the 
municipalities that guarantee Marble Valley 
Regional Transit District's continued success.

State 
involvemait with internet access isues kept the 
Department of Libraries from installing public 
access to VALS within the year but Rutland 
been promised first-in-line status during this £[SCal 
year. 

To help with this enormous task we are aided 
by the Rutland Friends of the Library wHo, 
thrG«^5^ear4ong fund-raising efforts, pw^m^d 
a bike rack, a microphone/speaker system, com» 
puter accessories, cassette and paperback racks, 
and who have authorized funds for an outside 
book return. The librajy also receives an enor- 
mous amount of help from a core of very hard 
working voluntceis who mend books, enter 
computer data, prepare new items for use and 
keep our date-due cards and magazines flowing. 
The Rutland Garden CI ub provides continutjti? 
care for the beds they planted in 1990. 

The library is a private non-profit corporation 
supported in large part by taxes from the com- 
munities of Rutland City, Rutland Town, 
Mendon and Ira. This spring Tinmouth voters 
petitioned for and passed a budget giving them 
full, free access to the library for the first time 
as well.
